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Gunmen Attack Beirut Airport 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — Arab terrorists attacked Beirut In- 


ternational Airport today, spraying Lebanese security men and 
civilians with machine gun fire in an'apparent attempt to hijack 
an airliner Initial reports, unconfirmed by Lebanese authorities, 
identified three of the gunmen as Libyan, Palestinian and Syrian. 
One was killed and two or (hree were captured in a gun battle that 
.littered the airport terminal with casualties. 


Airport employes said an Egyptian woman passenger and a 


Lebanese army commando were killed The wounded included at 
least six Egyptians, one Lebanese employe of Middle East 
Airlines, two army commandos and four policemen "Blood filled 
the place," an eyewitness said. 


He said he saw one wounded terrorist captured in the mam 


ticket lounge. Another was shot dead in an upstairs restaurant 


area and a third gunman surrendered with a shoulder wound after 
boarding a Boeing 707 jetliner parked oh the airport tarmac. There 
were conflicting reports about the presence of a fourth gunman 
who might have been the driver of a car that brought the terrorists 
to the airport.

A Palestinian guerrilla source said "representatives of the 


resistance movement are assisting Lebanese authorities inves- 
tigating this incident," presumably to determine whether the 
terrorists belonged to some extremist guerrilla group. There are 
several such splinter groups that have defied the authority of the 
Palestine Liberation Organization, headed by guerrilla leader 
Yasir Arafat 


The attack began at 5 30 a m The airport terminal, routinely 


guarded by Lebanese security men, was crowded with sleeping 


Egyptians waiting for seats on flights to Cairo. They had been 
trying to leave Beirut because of street fighting between Chris- 
tians and Moslems. One terrorists raced out onto the 'airport tar- 
mac while his companions were killed or captured inside. An air- 
port employe said he was shot in the shoulder as he raced up the 
boarding ramp of a parked Boeing 707. 


Three MEA employes were sleeping inside the aircraft/Airport 


sources said one escaped, apparently through another entrance, 
before the gunman boarded. The gunmen told the remaining two 
men,to disembark and inform Lebanese authorities he had "cap- 
tured" the aircraft and wanted to be flown out to an undisclosed 
destination. As soon as the hostages were free, police, army com- 
mandos and paramilitary security forces surrounded the Boeing 
and the gunman emerged, bleeding heavily from a shoulder 
wound.

Jackson through two subcom- 
mittee investigators that he 
could lead them to Hoffa's 
burial site.

called- a boat sinking off St.

Lt. (JG) D.B. Perkins, public' 


information officer of the Coast 
Guard's Muskegon group office, 
said av tradition as old as 


seafaring itself was ignored 
when other boaters failed to as- 
sist three fishermen whose boat 
sank Sept. 7 in Lakc.Michigan.

Scott, both of Coloma, and Jim 
Eisbreiincr, Watervliet, were 
picked up by an unidentified 
boater after their craft was 
swamped by wake and sank. 
'- U. Perkins noted lhat other 
boats in the area didn't respond 
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to their plight. "Indeed, one 
boater even berated them for 
fouling his fishing line with 
their bodies," Perkins-said. 


Perkins said a life apparently

without a compass got lost in 
the fog and three other boaters 
who saw a distress signal didn't 
take time to help. The man's 
body has not been found, and he 
is presumed drowned. 


"The Coast Guard urges the 


boating public lo look out for 
one another, and the individual 
to look out for himself by 
carrying good reliable safety 
and distress equipment and by 
obeying the Rules of the Nau- 
tical Road," Perkins said.

BEDFORD, Ind. (AP) - 


Eight persons were killed early 
today when a fire destroyed a 
mobile home near this southern 
Indiana city, state police said. 


The victims were a 42-year- 


old woman, her three young 
children, and four children of a 
married daughter. 


Charles and Carrie Lake, 


parents of the dead woman's 
four grandchildren, were visit- 
ing neighbors two blocks away 
and rushed to the trailer parked 
in the yard of a farm home. 
State police said Lake ap- 
parently tried to rescue some of 
the children. 


Three bodies were outside the 


trailer when the first sheriff's 
deputy arrived. Lake, 25, was 
hospitalized in Bedford for 
smoke inhalation and his wife, 
23, for shock. 


State police said the victims 


were Rocclla Winters, 42; her 
three children, twins Paula and 
Pauline, 8; ind Paul Edward 
Winters Jr.V'7; «nd the Lake 
children, Ginger, 7; Jeffery, 5;

Substitutes Are Mobilized 
To Fight Kansas City Fires 


KANSAS CITY, Mo. (AP) - 


Forty-seven fires, ranging from 
three-alarm blazes to trash 
fires, were reported on the first 
day of the strike by Kansas City 
firemen. 


A suburban fire department, 


an Air Force fire-fighting crew, 
National Guardsmen, public 
works employes, city policemen 
and volunteers were mobilized 
Friday. 


"We've had days when 47 


fires were reported, but I can't 
remember a day when we had 


so many intense ones,"said 
Frank Spink, the city's tire 
director. 


Spink commented early today 


after his assorted forces had 
battled two threc-alarmers, one 
in the city's industrial district 
near downtown and another in- 
volving a lumberyard on the 
South Side. 


The fire in the West Bottoms 


area in three industrial build- 
ings was brought under control 
by the suburban Gladstone fire 
department and a pumper 


manned by National Guards- 
men and volunteers. 


The lumberyard was in an 


isolated area and the fire was 
allowed to burn itself out. Some 
equipment and volunteers were 
at the scene. 


No injuries were reported at 


either fire, which broke out late 
Friday night. 


Another major fire, a throe- 


house blaze on the city's crowd- 
ed East Side, also was reported 
after the start of the walkout by 
48 professional firemen Friday. 


A fire truck and crew from 


suburban Richards-Gcbaur Air 
Force Base were called in to 
fight the house fires. One hone 
was destroyed and the others, 
heavily damaged before the fire 
was brought under control. The 
occupants were safely evacuat-' 
ed. 


No further negotiations were 


scheduled with the city by Local 
No. 42 of the International As- 
sociation of Fire Fighters. Both

Iron Curtain partners summarily deal 
with domestic intransigents every day 
in the week and except for the brutal 
Hungarian invasion in the late '50s 
nobody on the, outside so much as tut 
tuts abxmt that conduct, why should a 
smaller and basically weaker country 
of right wing proclivity be so roundly 
censured? 


The answer has to be that Franco is 


the one living symbol of Hitler and 
Mussolini who used his military 
uprising nearly 40 years ago against 
the Spanish Republic as a testing 
ground for their military equipment i 
and tactics against similar Russian 
assistance supplied to the Republic. 


The lessons learned by the Germans 


and Italians a few years, later were 
visited with devastating effect upon 
their European neighbors. 


Overlooked in this reaction-is that 


Franco doublecrossed his friends once 
.they launched World War II. 


He furnished one division to Hitler 


who withered it on the Russian front, 
but refused to take a more meaningful 
move, one that could have given the 
ultimate victory to the Axis powers. He 
resisted constant pressure from Berlin 
to seize Gibraltar from its British 
garrison. Had he done so, this would 
have sealed the Mediterrean from the 
Allies and effectively split them into 
isolated components. 


The Americans and Japanese had 


some astringent thoughts about one 
another 'during the first half of the 
1940s, an attitude which the visiting 
Emperor Hirohito described a few 
days ago at Washington as deplorable. •, 


Inasmuch as Franco never exported 


his ruthless tactics as did those func- 
tioning in the names, of Hirohito, Hitler 
and Mussolini, it must be that who is a 
good guy and who is a bad actor 
depends on which mirror one chooses 
to focus on a person. 


'Martial Arts' Movies 
Pervert Real Purpose 


: The recent wave of "martial arts" 
movies has transformed the ancient 
Eastern discipline of karate into a 
commercialized and potentially lethal 
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sport. 


So claims George Takahashi, a 


fourth-degree black belt and instructor 
of karate at the University of Califor- 
nia in Los Angeles. Because of the 
declining emphasis on the spiritual 
aspects of the art and the concentra- 
tion on aggression and'violence, in- 
juries are increasing and deaths are 
inevitable, he warns. 


Karate is a self-defense art, not 


combat training, and if constraint and 
respect for life are not taught, the 
technique has been subverted and is 
dangerous. Preservation of life also 
means knowing more than kicks and 
blows. It includes knowing when to 
run. 
; 


"Karate cannot fight a pistol," says 


Takahashi, "and anyone who teaches 
this teaches a lie. To lead people to 
believe they can take on many op- 
ponents with little training in a short 
time is a lie. The aim is the perfection 
of the human character, not winning 
or losing." 


The strong and aggressive don't 


need karate, he adds. It is the weak 
who need it. But In making tour- 
naments and champions, someone 
must win and the weak become 
punching1 bags.

If people just realized the impor- 


tance of life, of every moment, says 
this Instructor, "they would unders- 
tand that if one really knows karate, he 
doesn't need to go beat someone up."

WASHINGTON — New sur- 


veys by men who devote their 
time to studying international 
investment and spending in- 
dicate the full effects of the 
world petroleum cartel's major 
oil price boosts of 1973 arid 1974 
haven't yet been felt. 


The worst is yet to come. 
These higher energy costs — 


much like a major, sudden 
increase in taxes — obviously 
leave us consumers with less 
money to spend for other things. 


So we buy less, keeping in- 


dustrial 
production 
below 


capacity, unemployment high 
and production at inefficient 
levels. Recovery is slowed im- 
measurably. 


This is only a part of the 


problem. The oil cartel coun- 
tries, which for a time tunneled 
major portions of their new- 
found petrodollars into leans 
and investment, are gradually 
investing and loaning less 
proportionately 
and buying 


more. 


Though 
this 
shift 
does 


stimulate 
some 
companies 


producing industrial equip- 
ment, military hardware and 
other specialized goods, it is 
obvious the buying patterns of 
the oil cartel nations as a group 
are of little help to most of the 
mass production, 
consumer 


goods — industries on which our 
prosperity has relied this last 
decade or so. While heavy in- 
dustry has been a very impor- 
tant component of our growing 
gross national product, the con- 
sumer market and the services 
industries have provided the 
"kicker" to keep growth great 
enough to employ our growing 
pool of workers. 


Unfortunately, 
however, 


much of the buying by the 
richer oil cartel nations tends 
toward those industrial goods 
which directly and indirectly 
employ less labor per dollar of 
sales than those products listed 


above, oh which our own spend- 
ing has been cut back because of 
higher energy costs. 


Unless this 'country, and 


others so affected, finds a solu- 
tion to the continuing energy 
dependency crisis, we may be in 
for high unemployment as far 
as the eye can see in the future. 


Because most other countries 


have been harder hit than we, 
they, in turn, must increasingly 
restrict imports of consumer 
goods to meet the delayed ef- 
fects of the cartel's oil price 
increases, which threaten to get 
worse, 


As with New York City, there 


conies a time when credit runs 
out and all the quick and easy 
fixes have been exhausted. 


Here again, these cutbacks 


and bold downs in what foreign 
countries buy here and what 
they^buy from American firms 
and 
subsidiaries 
operating 


worldwide, will intensify the 
pressures on employment and 
on economic stability in the 
United States. 


With this stark outlook, it 


passes all understanding that 
neither President Ford and 
Congress have not moved with 
greater urgency to conserve the 
use of energy by stimulating 
more efficient industrial and 
household usage, or to step up 
the pace at which we develop 
alternate and more efficient 
substitutes. 


We have in hand, without 


further research, the ability to 
reduce our dependence 
on 


foreign oil by a significant per- 
centage.^ The techniques for 
more efficient use are known. 
They have been adopted by a 
few companies in a few indus- 
tries in the U.S. and abroad. 
, The final solution will take 
two to three decades or more. A 
partial solution is at hand if the 
President and Congress would 


, stop posturing and get on with, 


the job.

The 
reaction can only be understood 
as an example of collective 
madness induced by ideological 
seizure: 


The five terrorists were con- 


vinced of killing both policemen 
and Civil Guards. Among all the 
official protests against the 
executions, there was no serious

killings. 


The terrorists, moveovcr, 


belonged to two groups which 
democratic 
socialists 
and 


moderate leftists would not be 
thought to find very sympathe- 
tic — the Basque E.T. A. and the 
Patriotic Revolutionary Anti- 
Fascist Front (FRAP). 


Both espouse a revolutionary 


Marxist ideology and both are 
committed 
lo 
the 
use of 


violence. E.T.A. in fact has 
claimed credit for numerous 
terrorist 
attacks, including 


most notably the recent bomb- 
ing of a Madrid restaurant in 
which numerous reactionary 
diners were killed, and the 
murder 
of. Premier 
Luis 


Carrero Blanco in Dec., 1973. 
Both 
terrorist 
groups 
are 


explicitly at war with the 
Spanish state and neither 
makes the slightest pretense to 
democratic principles. 


Despite all this, which no otic 


bothers to deny, the two E.T.A. 
members shot last week were 
the first members of the group 
to be executed. 


Since no serious claim is be- 


ing made that these \ndivlduals 
are Innocent (except by the 
Communist Party, which docs 
so as a matter of course), then 
the executions would seem fully 
justified. Spain also has a. law 
that requires the death penalty 
for the murder of a policeman 
— a law for which an excellent 
argument can be made on 
prteiple. 


Those are the sober fuels, but

followed. 
The 
Communists 


turned out into the streets 
everywhere, of course, and as 
expected the East bloc countries 
protested loudly. But West Gcr- 
.many, France, Belgium, Bri- 
tain, Italy,, Norway, Sweden, 
Denmark, the Netherlands and 
even Switzerland recalled their 
Ambassadors from'Madrid in 
protest.

In the Vatican, Pope Paul an- 


nounced to 5,000 Holy Year 
.pilgrims that he had appealed 
three limes for clemency; in 
what were described as "emo-. 
tion tones" the Pope said: "The 
:last (appeal for clemency) was 
during this past night. Unfor- 
tunately, we were not listened 
to." Though the Pope separated 


, himself somewhat from the 
collective madness by also 
denouncing terrorism, 
that

uproar, and the effect of his ap- 
peals for clemency was to lend 
his weight to the international 
spasm:

Board Says Levy 
Urgently Needed 


COLOMA — Members of the 


Coloma school board have, in a 
statement they have issued, 
urged approval of an extra tax 
levy issue on which'school dis- 
trict residents will vote Monday. 


Following is the complete text 


of the statement: 
. 


As your Board of Education, 


we have the obligation to 
provide boys and girls of this 
community an adequate educa- 
tional program — the type of 
program that citizens of Coloma 
want and need. This does not 
mean an expensive or frivolous 
type of education. Rather,' it is 
one that provides students with 
ample skills to leave your school 
system, to either continue their 
education or successfully enter 
the working world. An adequate 
educational program requires 
continued financial support. 


With the cooperation of the 


community in the past, your 
Board of Education has, unlike 
many districts in the county, 
eliminated the need for borrow- 


ing money. While this has been 
possible, your operating millage 
has been among the very lowest. 
(Of the 14 K-12 districts in the 
county, 9 have higher operating 
millages and 4 have lower 
operating millages than we do.) 


Due to the sudden increases in 


cost in operation, the board 
finds it necessary to ask you, the 
voters, to Approve the 1.26 
millage vote. Please keep in 
mind, with this year's debt re- 
tirement reduction, the total 
millage will still be less than 
last year's (a .34 reduction). 


A "YES" Vote on October 6th 


will enable your district to 
maintain an adequate program 
and a balanced budget.

Concerned Parents and Tax- 


payers of Sodus have filed a 
"notice to appeal" a decision of 
U.S. District Judge Noel Fox 


granting the State Board of 
Education the right to rehear 
the Sodus transfer case. 
. The notice filed in District 
court, Grand Rapids, by Atty. 
Malcolm Calkins, representing 


the Sodus group, is the first step 
in taking the appeal to the Sixth 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in 
Cincinnati, Ohio. 


Judge Fox on Sept. 22 granted 


the State Board of Education the 
right to rehear the Sodus 
transfer case, involving transfer 
of three former school districts 
in Sodus township from Benton 
Harbor to Eau Claire. 


The State Board of Education 


approved the transfer in 1!)74,. 
but it was suspended by Judge 
Fox later that year when he is- 
sued a 'temporary injunction 
ruling that boundaries of the 
,-Bcnton Harbor district could not 
be altered during a desegrega- 
tion suit. 


The injunction was upheld by 


the Court of Appeals. 


The State Board of Education 


last March ordered a rehearing 
on the Sodus transfer. That 
rehearing was blocked by a 
decision by Berrien Circuit 
Judge Chester ,1.

The Berry vs. Benton Harbor

Well- 
stocked places have a number 
of types — flat, scmigloss and 
glossy finishes, as well as

having 
different 


manufactured resins in place of 
the old natural resins. 


Generally, though there is 


some overlapping of'qualities, I 
have.found thai alkyds cost 
less, urethanes are Ihe toughest 
and phcnolics arc extra-good 
outdoors. 


Because there arc so many 


diffrcnt 
kinds as well as 


brands, read and follow the 
instructions on the label of the 
conlaincr. Read before you 
make the purchase, since you 
will then discover the recom- 
mendation of the manufacturer 


regarding the thinner to be 
used with his particular brand. 


If you use varnish over stain, 


be sure the stain has dried 
thoroughly. If you use varnish 
over raw wood or wood from 


which the old finish has been 
removed, remember lhal var- 
nish always darkens wood a 
bil.

declined slightly in September, 
but economists and labor ex- 
perts are concerned because the 
figures show increases in,key 
categories such as the number 
of jobless family breadwinners. 


The nation's unemployment 


figures can be dissected in 
several ways, but economists 
generally try to look beyond the 
over-all unemployment rale to 
see which Americans are the 
ones in the unemployment line. 


Government unemployment 


figures released Friday show 
the over-all unemployment rate 
for September was 8.3 per cent,. 
but economists are inclined to 
look at break-downs of the 


figures which show the ages, 
family 
positions 
and 
job 


categories of those who are out 
of work. 


They worry far more, for 


example, when large numbers 
of household heads arc out of 
work than they do over teenage 
students looking for summer 
jobs. 


The household head Is the 


chief breadwinner for his or her 
family, while the teen-ager may 
be a second or third wage- 
earner whqse loss of pay would 
not push a family into poverty.

unemployment appeared "to 
worsen in September, even 
Ihnugh the over-all jobless rate 
was slightly improved from 
August's 8.4 per cent.

Chrysler Hike Smallest 


DETROIT (AP) -.Chrysler Corp. is raising car prices this fall 


by an average $178 over comparably equipped 11175 models, the 
' sniallcst increase by any U.S. automaker. The nation's No. 3 car 


producer, which traditionally charges slightly more for Its cars 
than General Motors or Ford, said Thursday it was undercutting 
price hikes of the other companies to make its products more 
competitive. "We may have been out in front of the others before," 
said a spokesman for Chrysler, the last of the companies to set 


\new-model prices. Chrysler also said it is eliminating some 


previously standard equipment and lowering dealer profit mar- 
gins to reduce base prices by an average 134. That makes the 
average sticker price increase »122, while options will go up by an 
average $22. 


Suspensions For 2 Doctors 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) -The state Medical Practice Board has 


temporarily, suspended the licenses of two doctors on charges that 
they allegedly supplied narcotics to drug addicts. In a complaint 
brought by the attorney general's office, Dr. Ming K. Hah of 
Livonia was charged with prescribing the narcotic Dllaudid a 
derivative of morphine, at weekly intervals to some 70 patients 
"without any legitimate medical purpose." Hah, whose abortion 
clinic was closed by state health officials last year, has his license 
suspended by the state board until an Oct.'» hearing in Detroit If 
UK charges are substantiated, Hah could lose his license per- 
manently. The state board also temporarily suspended the license 
of Dr. Joseph M. Erman of Detroit for allegedly supplying drugs 
to addicts and selling 750 amphetamine tablets to an undercover 
agent for $300. Erman's hearing is set for Oct. 23 in Lansing. 


Warning On Grass Carp 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The Department of Natural 


Resources is cautioning that Chinese grass carp sold as a solu- 
tion to weedy ponds may only crowd the ponds with more weeds. 
The department says the tough, hearty fish may also force away' 
oilier, more desirable fish. The grass carp, also called White 
Amur, were sold to southern Mlchlganders by an Arkansas bait 
dealer who claimed the fish would devour weeds choking ponds. 
The carp docs eat the weeds, the DNR says, but it cannot break 
down the cellulose plant material. The carp's wastes sink to the 
pond's bottom, decay, demand oxygen and add far too many 
nutrients to the water, it says - a perfect environment for weeds 
and the eventual death of the pond.

DETROIT (AP) - For the 


first time in eight years, a new 
man occupies the chairman's 
seat at Chrysler Corp. 


He is John J: Riccardo, an 


accountant-turned-auto execu- 
tive; who took over the reins of 
the nation's llth largest cor- 
poration last Wednesday. 


Riccardo, Chrysler president 


since 1970, succeeds his mentor 
and fellow accountant Lynn A. 
Townsend, who announced his 
early retirement in July. A 
week later, 
Riccardo was 


tapped for the top post and Vice 
President Eugene A. Cafiero 
was named president. 


Obscured 
by Townscnd's 


shadow during the 16 years he 
has been at the company, the 
51-year-old Riccardo enters the 
limelight at a trying period for 
the U.S. auto industry and for 
Chrysler in particular. 


Sales and profits arc down, 


fuel prices are up and the com- 
panies arc in the midst of mul- 
ti-billion dollar programs to 


finance a new generation of fuel 
efficient cars for the rest of the 
decade. 


Chrysler has lost $2.14 million 


since the summer of 1974 and 
expects to lose more money in 
the third quarter of'tljis year — 
a time when the industry ap- 
pears to be pulling out of its 
worst sales'slump in four 
decades. 


In a 75-minule Interview wilh 


The Associated Press on the eve 
of his elevation to chairman, the 
Little Falls, N.Y., native spoke 
in cautious and sometimes 
vague terms about his plans and 
hopes for Chrysler. 


He conceded Chrysler still 


faces a number of hurdles in.its 
struggle to return to profi- 
tability. But he also expressed 
confidence that the industry and 
the company are headed for 
continued recovery, and that 
Chrysler's/new management 
team and product plans would 
guarantee a healthy future for 
the company.

Here arc excerpts from that 


interview: 


Q. How do you view the health 


of the auto industry at the start 
of the 1976-model year' 


A. The industry is much bet- 


ter than it has been at any time 
in the past 18 months. It's been 
making steady improvement 
through the summer. All the 
reasons for strong car sales are 
still there: the family formation, 
suburbinlzation of the country, 
increases in the number of 
working wives and what that 
means for additional transpor- 
tation,-continued mobility of 
people and scrappage rates of 
cars. We need a good solid 
improvement in consumer con- 
fidence and in economic condi- 
tions. If that takes place, there 
is every reason to expect very 
good car sales.

The mood was set Monday 


morning, when Treasury Secre- 
tary William E. Simon warned 
that the gap between govern- 
ment spending and revenues in 
the fiscal year that began July 1 
could widen to as much as $90 
Mlllon. 


The resulting demands on the 


credit markets, the reasoning 
went on Wall Street, were likely 
to exert further upward pres- 
sure on interest rates. 


And with money difficult and 


expensive to borrow, prospects 
for a solid recovery from the 
recession were likely to dim. 


By Wednesday's, close, the 


Dow had reached its lowest level 
since early April at 784.16. 


But by Friday, the Fed made

LANDSAT Is sponsored by the National 
Acronatulics and Space administration and is concerned with 
studies of the natural resources of the earth and man's 
management of them.

SAYS MANY ALIENS 


WORKING IN U.S. 


Editor, 


I have always been led to 


believe that all federal laws are 
enforced almost 100 per cent! I 
also know that if I violated any 
federal law that I would be 
Jailed immediately — similar to 
most all people who become 
drunk after drinking legally 
caught and sold Intoxicating 
drinks in the United States! 
This has been a nationally 
known law racket for many 
many years. 


I've always been led to 


believe, until recently, that 
foreigners were not allowed to 
enter the United States, then 
live and work here, unless they 
had clearance from the United 
States immigration officers. 
But this is a "joke" now. 


Some other American born 


fellows and I lived in San Fran- 
cisco the summer of 1954 and 
traveled 30 miles daily to pick 
peaches. The grower a|so had a 
camp filled with non-English 
speaking Mexicans from Old 
Mexico. After working several 
days, the grower laid-off all 
after it was possible for his 
Mexicans to keep the peaches 
picked as they ripened. 


Governor Goodwin Knight 


was then the California gover- 
nor and I wrote him about the 
peach growers showing par- 
tiality toward the foreigners, 
leaving 
us 
unemployed, 


homeless. 


I also sent Governor Knight 


several postcard-size pictures 1 
had taken of the1 strong young 
Mexicans in the peach fields. I 
soon received my pictures and a 
phamphlct from the governor's 
office, which read: "Uniled 
States workers given jobs over 
foreigners." It also stated; If a 
qualified U.S. worker applies 
for a job where foreigners are 
employed, the employer has to 
make room for him or lay-off 
one of the foreigners. This is a 
United States Law. 


This past spring, the Miami 


(Fla.) Herald ran a front page 
story with large headlines: 
"50,000 illegal aliens working in 
Florida." Still 
there was 


nothing done about it, even 
though there arc now an admit- 
ted nine million unemployed in 
the U.S. 


I've read in papers recently 


that the U.S. Supreme Court 
ruled it's unconstitutional to 
question Mexican's entering the 
United States and that many 
were riding in-car trunks and 
covered with blankets in the 
rear section of cars. I've been 
told they aren't allowed to 
question the Mexican "Wet- 
backs" less than 60 miles from 
the Ixirder. 


I have a Herald-Palladium 


story, dated Aug. 19, 1975, with 
these headlines: "Illegal aliens 
welcomed 
by 
California 


Growers." This story also states 
there are now between one to 
four million illegal aliens in 
California and working there! If 
the employers were given a stiff 
fine, 
each 
time one was 


apprehended, it would comple- 
tely stop this terrible injustice 
toward the poor, unskilled; 
American workers. Dut who 
cares? 


I wrote President Ford about 


my views on this grave matter a 
few months ago. A few weeks 
later I received a reply from a 
justice department 
official, 


stating he was replying to the 
letter I wrote the President, 
since it represented his depart- 
ment of government. This man 
and I have exchanged two let- 
ters since and after I learned 
there were Mexican "Wet- 
backs" working on farms in 
Berrien County, I wrote him 
that I think the United Slates 
government should allow China, 
Japan, India, and olher'heavily 
populated countries to send all 
of their surplus workers to thu 
United States to work — 
especially since there are nine 
million Americans jobless and 
their fellow countrymen say 
they want to live on welfare and 
wont work.

Putting the Hit Back 
InBaisebafl: 
The Great Young Hitters and What Makes Them Great

W 


ho are the best young hitters in 
major league baseball? 


To answer that question, FAM- 


ILY WEEKLY polled seven batting 


experts, including two former major league 
stars now enshrined in Baseball's Hall of Fame. 
The panelists are Lou Boudreau, Harmon 
Killebfew, Ralph Kiner, Ted Kluszewski, 
Tony Kubek, Johnny Pesky andPeeWeeReese. 


Each of the seven panelists was asked to 


consider the future potential, as well as past 
credentials, of the top young hitters in both 
leagues. FAMILY WEEKLY was especially inter- 
ested in players who have entered the major 
leagues in the past couple of seasons. (In a 
similar poll we conducted in 1973, Cesar 
Cedeno of the Houston Astros was named the 
best hitting prospect in the National League, 
with players like Greg Luzinski of Philadel- 
phia, Dave Kingman, then of San Francisco 
and now of the New York Mcts, Bobby Grich 
of Baltimore, and Carlton Fisk of Boston men- 
tioned prominently. Ail of these men are how 
established big-league performers.) 


.This year the panel could hardly ignore the 


hitting of Bill Madlock and Fred Lynn. They 
picked Madlock, of the Chicago Cubs, and 
Lynn, of the Boston Red Sox, as the best 
young hitting prospects in baseball. Their 
choices aren't as visionary as was Cedeno in 
1973, but what they said was just as fasci- 
nating. 


Here is what" the great hitters of yesterday 


had to say: 


FRED LYNN, • short-Mum rookie who became 
Boiton'i starting left fielder in the 1975 season. 
"Lynn wore our pitchers out every time we • 
laced him," say* one panelist 


BILL MADLOCK, third baseman lor the Chicago 
Cubs and co-winner ol the All-Star Game's MVP 
award, says: "I don't think I'm a natural hitter. 
I became good because I worked hard at it." 


Family Weekly's Panel of Batting Champions Speaks 


LOU BOUDREAU 


Lou Boudreau batted .295 for 15 big league 


seasons, between 1938-52. Most of his career 
was spent, at shortstop 
with the Cleveland Indi- 
ans. At the age of 24, he 
was appointed manager 
through the 1950 season. 
In 1948 he led the Indians 
to the World Series 
championship. He batted 
.355 that season and was 
named the AL's Most 
Valuable Player. In 1970 he was inducted into 
Baseball's Hall of Fame. For the last 10 years he 
has been a broadcaster of the Cubs' games. 


"1 sec Bill Madlock more than I see most 


other players in the National League, so that 
gives me more of an opportunity to discuss 
him and his style of hitting. But to me he has 
got to be one fine young hitter. He hits the ball 
where it's pitched, and he doesn't strike out 
much. Making contact with the ball every time 
you're at bat is the key to successful hitting. 
In 1948. when I had my greatest season, 1 
struck out only nine times. I'm very proud of 
that. Madlock is the same type of hitter: He 
hits the bull to all fields and he hits it sharply. 
He also has good speed, and that's important 
nowadays. 


"I think Bake McBride of the Cardinals also 


has a chance to be a top hitter. He was the 
Rookie of the Year in 1974. He has outstanding 
speed and he's learning to make good use of it. 
The artificial turf in many fields today helps 
these slap hitters who have speed. Many 
sharply hit balls get through the infield, and a 
man can build up a good average if he leams 
how to move the ball around. Madlock is not 
only a great hitter on artificial turf, he's a great 
hitter anywhere. He gets no help at home 
games. Wriglcy Field, where the Cubs play, 
still has a grass diamond."

HARMON KILLEBREW 
/ 


The designated hitter for the Kansas 


City Royals in 1975, Harmon Killebrew !s 
the most productive right-handed home- 
run hitter in the his- 
tory of the American 
League with more 
than 570 homers to 
his credit. The over- 
whelming majority of 
his homers were hit 
during his many 
years with the Wash- 
ingion Senators and 
Minnesota Twins. He has won six home- 
run titles and three runs-batted-in titles 
in me junior circuit, and was the league's 
Most Valuable Player in 1969. 


'I first saw Fred Lynn of Boston in 


spring training and he impressed me 
very, much: I honestly didn't think he 
would be this good this fast, but he has 
become a very consistent hitter right 
from the start. Sometimes a rookie gets 
hot and then trails off, but he just never 
stopped producing all year. I know he 
wore our pitchers out. 


"Lynn's like a young Stan Musial- 


smooth, very relaxed at the plate, with 
an excellent swing. Of course, the 
amazing thing about Boston this past 
year was the fact that they had two 
tremendous young hitters in Lynn and 
Jim ftice, who also was a rookie. It 
seems to me that Rice, who bats right- 
handed, has a chance to be more of a 
home-run 
hitter 
than 
Lynn. He's 


stronger and has the advantage of aim- 
ing for'a short left field wall in Fenway 
Park. He's so strong-I heard he 
checked his swing once this season and 
the bat broke. 


"Other young hitters who really im- 


press me arc Claudell Washington of 


' Oakland and Rick Manning of Cleve- 


land. They're both very young, about 
21, but they act like they've been 
around for years. They don't overawing 
and they make good contact They're 
aggressive young hitters. 


"I know it seems, that homers are 


disappearing, but these things work in 
cycles. There arc more players with 
speed coming into'baseball now than 
when I broke in, and artificial turf 
helps players'who can run. But there 
are still lots of guys around with long- 
ball potential. Jen4 Burroughs of Texas 
won,the home-run title last year, and 
he's going to be around for a'lbng time 
and hit plenty more hon\ers." . 


RALPH KINER 


Of all the players in major league an- 


• nals, only Babe Ruth-achieved a higher 
percentage of homers in times at bat than 
Ralph Kiner. Kiner 
hammered 7.1 hom- 
ers for every 100 
times at the plate 
during 10 big league 
campaigns, mostly 
With the Pittsburgh 
Pirates. He compiled 
369 circuit blasts in 
all: Kiner led the 
National League in homers during his 
first seven years'in the league, and that's 
a feat no. one else has ever equaled in 
either circuit. A broadcaster of New York 
Wets' games since the team's inception 
in 1962, Kiner was voted to the Hall of 
Fame this year. 


"This Bill MadlocK is a real good 


hitter because he can hit the ball hard 
tq all fields. When he came up, he went 
to the opposite field only rarely. Now 
he probably hits the ball to right field 
harder than he hits it straight away or 
to left. He's just a very good contact 
hitter wrio isn't fooled often. He has a 
short stroke, a compact swing and gets 
good wood on the ball alhiost every 
time at the plate. 


"Madlpck is probably the best young 


hitter to come into the National League 
in the past couple of years. After all, 
he won the batting championship this 
year; But others, like Greg Gross of 
Houston and Johnny Grubb of San 
Diego, are also outstanding. There's 
also Gary Carter, only 21 years old, a 
catcher outfielder for Montreal, who 
you'll be hearing a lot about in years 
to come. He's very mature at the plate 
for a youngster. He doesn't overawing 
and he just looks like a good hitter. He 
has good size, too, and may yet turn 
out to be a power hitter. 


"Grs-g Luzinski of the Phillies is one 


of the few guys in the National League 
hitting a lot of homers right now. 
[Kiner ticketed Luzinski, the 1975 NL 
homer and RBI king, for future star- 
dom in FAMILY WEEKLY'S poll before 
the 1973 season.] But Dave Parker of 
.Pittsburgh, who's 6-foot-5-and weighs 


225, has just got to become an out- 
,standing power hitter. He's extremely 
strong. He also hits for a high average, 
though he has tended to go on hot-and- 
cold streaks rather than hit with 
consistency."

TED KLUSZEWSKI 


As the strapping first baseman of the 


Cincinnati Reds, Ted Klusrswskl was one 
of the most feared sluggers in'the Na- 


tional League for 
most of the 1950's. 
During his career, ha 
hammered 279 horns 
runs, with a high of 
49 for Cincinnati In 
1954, which topped 
the NL. He also led 
the league in RBI's 
that year with 141. 


His lifetime batting average was .298, 
and he batted' better than .300 seven 
times. Kluszewski is now the Reds' bat- 
ting Instructor. 


"Maybe I'm prejudiced, but I lite 


two of our players, Dan Driesien and 
Ken Griffey, as well as any two young 
hitting prospects I've seen. They've 
both been up and down with us a 
couple of times, but they're here to 
stay now. The problem they're having 
is, finding a place to play because our 
line-up has been so strong. 


"Driessen, who's played some first 


base and third base for us, has some of 
the best actions of a batter I've ever 


Ktn Griffey 


seen. He's a left-handed batter like I 
was, but he's not the power type. He 
knows how to swing the bat, and it's 
been a pleasure working with a guy 
likexhim. He, puts .a lot of effort into 
becoming as good a hitter as he can. 
The amazing thing about him is that 
he wasn't even drafted by any team. 
He came to us as a free agent after one 
.of our scouts saw him working out. • 


"Griffey, who's also a left-handed 


batter, is built for speed. He's played a 
lot of outfield for us and he can run 
like anything. Watch for him to steal 
an awful Jot of bases someday. We've 
had him concentrating on making con- 
tact with the ball. A couple of years 
ago, he had himself so fouled Up that 
he struck out something like 14 times 
in his first 57 at-bats. That's pretty bad. - 
.All the speed in the world can't help 
you if you don't get on base. He used 
to try to yank the ball out of the park 
all the time, especially when we had 
runners on base. He thought that was 
the way to do it. But he's changed all 
that and he, like Driessen, is really 
going to be doing a lot of hitting for 
us in the next few years." 
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JOHNNY PESKY 


Now batting instructor of the 


Boston Red Sox after six years 
as a broadcaster, Johnny Pesky, 
complied a .307 batting average 
for 10 seasons in the American 
League. For most of that time he 
was a Red Sox shortstop. He 
began In 1942, then, after three 


years In military service, he re- 
joined the Red Sox-in time to help 
them win.the 1946 pennant. He 
led the American League in hits 
(each time collecting over 200) in 
his first three seasons-1942, 
1946 and 1947. Pesky played with 
Detroit and Washington at the 
end of his career. 


"Sure, you have to mention 


Fred Lynn and Jim Rice of our 
club when you think of great 
young hitters. But we also have 
an outfielder named Cecil 
Cooper, a left-hander, who hit 
like heck every time we used 
him, which, unfortunately, 
probably wasn't as often as he 


would have liked. People like 
to say Lynn is another Ted 
Williams because Williams was 
so popular here in Boston. But 
Lynn" isn't a Williams-type hit- 
ter. He's more of a Stan Musial 
typCj,which isn't exactly knock- 
ing him. He cocks his head at 
the plate like Musial did. You 


' know Musial didn't become a 
. big home-run hitter until he had - 
played a few years. He sprayed 
a.lot of doubles and triples 
before that. Lynn may turn out 
to be something like that. 


"Another guy who's im- 


pressed me is Mike Hargrove 
of the Texas Rangers. He came 


into the league in 1974 straight 
out "of the low minors and all 
he's done is hit over .300 so far. 
He has an annoying habit .of 
taking fore.ver to get into the 
batter's box, but once he's in, 
he's a very aggressive hitter. He 
reminds me a lot of Pete Rose, 
the way he swings the bat."

TONYKUBEK 


Injuries curtailed the major league 


career of Tony Kubek at the age of 29 
after nine years as a--shortstop and out- 
fielder with the New 
York Yankaes. Dur- 
ing.that time,•1957- 
1965, he played for 
seven Yankee pen- 
nant winners and 
three world cham- 
pionship clubs. He 
was AL Rookie of the 
Year in 1957 when 
he batted .297, his one-season high for 
a full year. Kubek's nine-year average 
was .266. For the last 10 years he has 
been an incisive color commentator on 
NBC baseball telecasts. 


"Hitting has really improved over 


the past couple of years in baseball, 
and the big reason, in my opinion, is 
the fact that the talent pool finally 
caught -up with the expansion of the 
major leagues in the early 1960's. The 
quality of the product was diluted when 
more and more teams were added lo 
the majors. They went from 16.to 24 
teams in just a few short years. 


"There are other reasons, too. The 


good athletes are' going into profes- 
sional baseball now, whereas for a 
while they were looking to pro football 
or other sports. Some of these young- 
sters who thought they couldn't hit the 
long ball and felt they couldn't make it 
in'the majors a few years ago are now 
looking at what non-sluggers like Rod 
Carew and Joe Morgan and Stave 
Garvey are doing, and they're realizing 
there's a place for them in baseball. 


"I also think that the decline of hit- 


ting in the 1960's had-a lot to do with 
too many people following Ted Wil- 
liams' principles of batting-what he 
called his 'science of hitting.' Kids got 
so involved in reading and studying 
Williams that they abandoned their 
natural style and swing, f honestly 
'think that Ted Williams-and of course 
he didn't do this intentionally—hurt 
more young hitters than he helped. 
What he did worked fine for him, but 
not necessarily for other hitters. 


"It's great to see these young hitters 


coming into the game, guys like Lynn 
and Madlock and Griffey and Drieaeen 
of Cincinnati and Dave Parker of 
Pittsburgh. That Lynn is something. 
He's tailored his swing for Fenway 
Park. He was pulling the ball to right 
field more in the beginning of the sea- 
son, but later he started going the op- 
posite way. He's going to be heard 
from as a hitter for a long time."

Good Facts—and Bad— 
About Laxatives 


Is it possible to establish a 
regular bowel habit without 
laxatives? Ordinarily, yes. 
What is needed is regular 
water intake, roughage foods 
(especially bran), and above 
all, going to the bathroom at 
the same time each day. But 
tomttim*! laxatives are 
uMful. Here are the four dif- 
ferent kinds: (1) Stimulant*, 
which irritate and thus stimu- 
late the bowel. Often needed 
by older people due to the • 
sluggish tone of the muscular 
layer of the intestine. 
Examples: danthron, cascara, 
phenolphthalein, castor oil. 
(2) Salines, which draw water 
from the tissues thus filling 
v 


SO • 
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the bowel and triggering a 
reflex. Examples: Epsom salt, 
disposable enemas of 
sodium phosphate, citrate of 
magnesia. Glycerine sup- 
positories also draw water. 
(3) Bulk forming gums or 
seeds.-which will swell in 
contact with water, stimu- 
lating a reflex. Examples: 
psyllium seed, Irish moss. 


'" Often they are combined with 


mineral oil. (4) Lubricants, 
of which mineral oil is the 
prime example. Because 


. lubricants interfere with the 


absorption of fat-soluble 
vitamins, they should only be 
taken in combination with 
bulk-forming laxatives. 


. Laxatives are not habituating 


drugs, but the practice of 
taking them can become 
habit-forming. Two other 
points: (1) After taking laxa- 
tives, drink fruit juices to 
replace the water and salts 
lost from the body.v(2) Recent 
findings show that the daily 
intake of bran usually makes 
laxative's unnecessary. .Bran 
may also protect against 
dlverticulosis, the presence of 
little pouches pushed out 
from the intestinal wall due 
to a weakness in the 
muscular coat.

a victim of kerato- 
conus, a condition Or. Newton Weitey 
in which the coinea becomes warped 
"I was told that within five years 1 
would be blind," said Wesley, "but I 
refused to accept this prognosis. I w as 
determined somehow to impede this 
monstrous condition." Because kerato- 
conus resembles a rupture, Wesley was 
advised to wear contact lenses: "In 
those days, however, contacts weie 
crude affairs. I found them too painful 
and realized they were only aggravat- 


ing my problem. But I felt that if I 
could develop a contact lens that 
would act as a truss and hold the cornea 
in place, perhaps I could prevent blind- 
ness " Working day and night with a 
skilled optometrical technician, Wesley 
did discover how~to make such a lens.. 
Now, with this discovery, the almost 
one million Americans who suffer from ' 
irregular corneas and keratoconus 
have a chance to regain their vision. 
Today Wesley heads the National Eye 
Research Foundation in Chicago, 
which he and that-technician founded 
in 1950.
